Health officials continue 
to probe baby poisonings

A INVESTIGATION is continuing 
after babies suffered blood poison¬ 
ing caused by suspected contami¬ 
nated baby feed. 

Two babies at the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital are among those 
to have been infected. One baby at a 
London hospital died. 

On Friday, Public Health England 
(PHE) andMedicinesandHealthcare 
Products Regulatory Authority 
(MHRA) officials said a total of 21 
cases had been registered nationally 
at nine hospitals. 

Officials from the L&D said the 


infection had ‘come to light’ on 
Tuesday. Doctors started antibiotic 
treatment and the babies are said to 
have been responding well. 

The infection was caused by a bac¬ 
terium called Bacillus cereus, which 
is present on most surfaces and can 
contaminate food. 

All the affected babies were in 
neonatal intensive care units. 
Suspected feed was delivered 
directly into the their bloodstream 
as they had problems ingesting food 
via their mouth. 

ITH Pharma, the firm which sup¬ 
plied the feed, has recalled a num¬ 
ber of batches. It is cooperating fully 
with the investigation. 

In a statement, Karen Hamling, the 


company’s managing director, said 
she had been ‘deeply saddened’. 

An L&D spokeswoman said: “The 
Luton and Dunstable University 
Hospital has withdrawn a manufac¬ 
tured batch of intravenous liquid 
called parenteral nutrition follow¬ 
ing the infection of two babies with 
Bacillus cereus. 

“Parenteral nutrition is a 
specialised form of liquid food that 
is given directly into the blood 
stream by an intravenous tube. 

“The L&D Hospital identified this 
bacterium and commenced appro¬ 
priate antibiotic treatment in the 
affected babies. 

“The L&D Hospital was alerted by 
Public Health England to the poten¬ 


tial link between the infection with 
parenteral nutrition following simi¬ 
lar cases in other hospitals. 

“The company has since recalled 
specific batches of the feed. 

“Public Health England and the 
MHRA are continuing to assess the 
situation and advising hospitals of 
action to take.” 

A PHE statement said: “The 
affected babies were in neonatal 
intensive care units at a small num¬ 
ber of hospitals in England. 

“Many of the babies were 
premature and very vulnerable and 
one baby has sadly died but the 
others are responding to antibiotic 
treatment. 

“Investigations are ongoing but so 


far indications show that the cases 
have been strongly linked with a 
number of batches of a particular 
form of intravenous liquid called 
parenteral nutrition which was 
given to the babies. 

“This contains a variety of nutri¬ 
ents that are delivered directly into 
the babies’ bloodstream when they 
have problems ingesting food via 
their mouth. 

“The product has a short shelf life 
and although it is unlikely that any 
stock from the day of contamination 
incident remains (it expired on 2 
June 2014). 

“The MHRA has issued a Class 1 
drug alert to support the manufac¬ 
turer’s recall of the product.”

Officers may be quizzed 
again over Leon Briggs

FIVE police officers and two 
detention officers are ‘likely’ to 
be interviewed again by investi¬ 
gators looking into the death of 
Leon Briggs. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
met with representatives of the 
Justice 4 Leon campaign last 
week to provide updates on the 
case. 

Mr Briggs, 39, died in police 
custody on November 4 last year 
after he was restrained and 
detained under section 136 of the 
Mental Health Act by 
Bedfordshire Police officers at 
the junction of Marsh Road and 
Willow Way, and then taken to 
Luton police station. 

The IPCC said they are looking 
into potential offences regarding 
gross negligence/unlawful act 
manslaughter. 

They are also looking at offenc¬ 
es of misconduct in public office, 
and/or offences under the Health 
and Safety at Work Act 1974. 

Five police officers and two 
detention officers remain under 
investigation. 

All were interviewed under 
criminal caution by IPCC inves¬ 
tigators for a second time in early 
February. 

They provided accounts to the

IPCC, and it is likely that they 
will be interviewed again as the 
investigation continues. 

IPCC Commissioner Mary 
Cunneen said: “Last week I met 
with representatives from the 
Luton Community Cohesion 
Contingency Planning Group 
and the Justice 4 Leon campaign 
to provide an update on our 
investigation into Leon’s death. 
This follows a meeting with 
Leon’s family last month. 

“I was pleased to have the 
opportunity to go through our 
investigation and answer any 
questions that they had. 


“Death in custody investiga¬ 
tions are especially complex and 
do take time. 

“I am grateful for the patience 
of both Leon’s family and the 
community as our investigation 
progresses. 

“We will continue to provide 
regular updates to Leon’s family 
via their solicitors.” 

IPCC investigators have taken 
statements from more than 150 
witnesses who saw Mr Briggs on 
November 4, including those 
who saw him before he arrived at 
Marsh Road, those who wit¬ 
nessed his restraint on Willow 
Way, and also those who saw him 
at the police station. 

This includes statements from 
members of the public, police 
officers and staff not subject to 
this investigation, two paramed¬ 
ics who attended at Willow Way, 
and healthcare professionals 
and paramedics who treated Mr 
Briggs at the police station and at 
hospital. 

A cause of death has yet to be 
established but a post-mortem 
was carried out by a Home Office 
pathologist on November 5 last 
year in the presence of two IPCC 
investigators. 

Toxicology results have been 
shared with the Coroner and Mr 
Briggs’ family’s legal representa¬ 
tives. The next pre-inquest hear¬ 
ing will be on October 7.

A TEENAGER has been sen¬ 
tenced to a total of 17 years 
for being one of three masked 
burglars who repeatedly 
stabbed a father in his own 
home in the middle of the 
night. 

The 16-year-old, who stands 
only 4ft 8in tall, broke into 
Tony Abrahams’ house in 
Wellfield Avenue, Luton, last 
November, through a small 
downstairs shower-room 
window. 

He has been given a 12-year 
sentence of detention with an 
extended sentence of a 
further five years. 

Luton Crown Court heard 
how the youth let his two 
accomplices in through the 
front door and all three 
confronted Mr Abrahams, 47, 
his wife Trina, 52, and their 
daughter Jade upstairs in 
their bedrooms. 


During the burglary Mr 
Abrahams suffered four stab 
wounds and he was treated at 
the Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital. 

One of his lungs had 
collapsed and his bowel was 
pierced. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was 
cleared by the jury of 10 men 
and two women of attempt¬ 
ing to murder Mr Abrahams 
but was convicted of an 
alternative charge of wound¬ 
ing with intent. 

In addition, he was convict¬ 
ed of burglary and taking a 
gold watch, a Blackberry 
phone, £240 cash and car 
keys. He did not give evidence 
and no evidence was offered 
on his behalf to the jury. 

Prosecutor Isabel Delamare 
said only one of the three 
intruders had been traced by 
the police. 

The youth had a previous 
conviction for attempting to 
rob another boy of a mobile 


phone on August 2 last year. 

He was in breach of a nine- 
month referral order for those 
offences when he was 
involved in the attack on Mr 
Abrahams. 

When interviewed for a pre¬ 
sentence report, the youth 
said he had wanted to be con¬ 
victed of attempted murder 
because it would have made 
him look ‘bigger’ in custody. 

Judge Richard Foster said 
what happened must have 
had a “traumatic effect” on 
the family. He described the 
offence as “wicked.” 

He said: “This was a vicious 
and merciless attack. Mr 
Abrahams suffered potential¬ 
ly life-threatening injuries. 

“It is only good fortune that 
those stab wounds were not 
fatal.” 

He told the youth: “You are a 
dangerous and defiant young 
man. I have no doubt you are 
a dangerous offender. You 
have shown no remorse or 
victim empathy.”

Corruption? It’s 
normal practice! 


C ORRUPTION, like 
beauty, is often in the 
eye of the beholder. 
That is to say differ¬ 
ent parts of the world have a 
different stance on what 
exactly corruption is, or how 
much it really matters. 

Businesses have known for 
some time that to access 
certain countries in order to 
trade, a few palms needed to 
be greased with silver. This is 
seen as normal practice - just 
the way the world works. In 
Europe and particularly in 
the UK it is very different. 

This is helped - or hindered - 
by the way the British press 
works. 

So corruption is much less 
in evidence and is rooted out 
much more vigorously by 
journalists. Even here though 
we have the old school tie 
network, where positions and 
contracts can be sealed by 
who you know. It is kind of 
corruption lite, where no 
money changes hands but 
people and companies do not 
necessarily get the gig 
because they are the best, or 
the most competitive. 

So claims that corruption 
surrounds the decision on 
who hosts the football World 
Cup is not that surprising. 
First it cannot really be done 
on a straightforward decision 
on which country is best 
equipped for the job. 

That would leave the same 


few countries handing it 
round each time and go 
against the laudable aim of 
spreading it round the world 
and letting not so rich 
countries with less of a 
football history have a go. 
But that immediately 
creates problems. 

Citizens of poorer countries 
may not be too happy at 
billions being spent on 
stadiums when they do not 
have enough to eat each day. 
And the very fact that it needs 
to be spread across the globe 
means a straightforward 
tender cannot work. So how 
do those that make the deci¬ 
sions actually make them? 

One suggestion is that 
attempts have been made 
to sway some votes with 
largesse. 

Qatar, which is presently 
the host for the 2022 World 
Cup, is under suspicion and 
does seem a strange choice 
on the face of it. It is not a 
poor country, just the 
opposite, being a small, oil 
and gas-rich monarchy, 


whose two million citizens 
are, on paper at least, the 
richest in the world. 

And a great deal of money 
will need to be spent on the 
football extravaganza. 

Not only has the main 
stadium which will host the 
World Cup final not yet been 
built, the city it will sit in has 
not yet been built. It is also 
one of the hottest countries 
in the world, so not really 
conducive to football. 

So the reasons it was 
chosen are not that clear, 
apart from wanting to give 
the tournament to an Arab 
country. 

That again is something to 
be encouraged but Qatar? No 
doubt the questions will 
persist, even if a short, 
gentlemanly pause is taken 
for this World Cup, which for 
those who don’t know, starts 
this week. 

But, as well as finding out if 
the decision was in any way 
corrupt, a bigger question 
might be how to do it fairly in 
the future.

Students in top 10 
for uni complaints

THE University of 
Bedfordshire is in the top 10 
in the country for the 
number of students making 
complaints, it has been 
revealed. 

Out of 120 universities 
which responded to a free¬ 
dom of information request 
by the BBC, the university 
came eighth with 492 
complaints and appeals in 
2012/13. 

The data reveals that 


complaints and appeals had 
risen by 10 per cent across all 
the universities compared to 
2011/12. 

Universities Minister David 
Willetts suggested the rise 
may be due to students 
expecting more due to the 
rise in tuition fees. 

Following the publication of 
the figures, a University of 
Bedfordshire spokesman said 
the figures only showed the 
total number of appeals and 
complaints made and not 
how they were dealt with. 

He said: “At Bedfordshire, 


only 194 of the 492 appeals 
were upheld. Further, over 
three-quarters of the appeals 
were requests for mitigating 
circumstances, such as 
student illness, to be taken 
into account. 

“Only 14 complaints 
progressed to the Office of 
the Independent Adjudicator. 

“This shows that the univer¬ 
sity has robust and successful 
internal mechanisms for 
resolving issues raised by its 
students, and few feel the 
need to complain to the 
ombudsman.”

South West Bedfordshire MP 
Andrew Selous (Conservative) 
takes a look back at Parliament’s 
achievements in the past year 


THIS week the Queen came 
to Parliament to announce 
what Parliament would be 
doing over the next year. 

It’s a good opportunity to 
take stock and look back over 
the last year as well. I am really 
pleased that in the year to 
April there were 843 less peo¬ 
ple claiming fobseeker’s 
Allowance in south west 
Bedfordshire than there were 
a year ago. With the prelimi¬ 
nary works now underway for 
the A5/M1 Link (Dunstable 
and Houghton Regis northern 
bypass) I believe there is an 
even brighter future for south 
Bedfordshire. 

I am also particularly 
pleased there were 870 more 
apprenticeships in south 
west Bedfordshire in 2013 
compared with 2012. 
Nationally there have been 
1.7 million more apprentice¬ 
ships as we continue our 
quest to provide the best 
skills and schools. 

In Central Bedfordshire as a 
whole there are now 514 
fewer pupils who are persis¬ 
tently truanting from school. 

As we are all living longer 
it’s really important that we 
have good pensions in a later 
life. Parliament will pass 
laws to give people complete 
control over how they access 
their pensions including 
whether they want to buy an 


annuity or receive a lump 
sum payment. We are also 
going to allow employees to 
contribute to collective pen¬ 
sion funds which have given 
people higher pensions in 
other countries around the 
world where this type of pen¬ 
sion scheme operates. 

We are going to help small 
businesses by putting more 
pressure on late payers which 
often cause business cash flow 
problems. We are also going to 
help smaller businesses to bid 
more easily for public 
procurement contracts. 

In order to help working 
people we’ve already cut tax 
by raising the personal allow¬ 
ance and 42,800 South West 
Bedfordshire residents are 
benefitting from this tax cut 
which is coming on top of the 
money the Government has 
given to Central Bedfordshire 
Council to enable it to freeze 
council tax for three years in 
a row. 

We will be paying up to 
£2,000 a year towards child¬ 
care costs for each child 
under the Childcare 


Payments Bill and we will 
also ban ‘zero hours’ 
exclusivity clauses which are 
wrong and unfair. 

We will also raise the maxi¬ 
mum fine for those employ¬ 
ers who are illegally paying 
less than the minimum wage. 

I know crime remains a big 
concern for my constituents 
and I continue to ask Bedford¬ 
shire Police to station more 
officers in Leighton Buzzard, 
Dunstable and Houghton 
Regis. Crime has fallen over 
the last four years in all three 
of these towns. 

I am pleased the Serious 
Crime Bill will strengthen 
powers to seize the proceeds 
of crime and I was pleased to 
see the Connors family, who 
were convicted of slave trad¬ 
ing, fined £230,000. 

Unbelievably there are 
more people in slavery today 
than when William Wilber- 
force abolished the slave 
trade which is why the 
Government will be bringing 
in a modern bill to step up 
our efforts to eradicate this 
deeply evil crime.

FILM REVIEW 

MALEFICENT 

Out now 


THERE were high expectations for 
Angelina Jolie’s pet project - but 
sadly this take on Sleeping Beauty 
turns out to be ho-hum fare. 

It’s obvious that director Robert 
Stromberg has a visionary back¬ 
ground (after winning Oscars for 
both Alice in Wonderland and Avatar 
for Art Direction) - as backdrops in 
Maleficent prove to be luscious eye- 
candy - but he makes rookie 
mistakes as this fantasy adventure 
has an uncertain tone. 

It’s a touch too dark for the young 
‘uns - with a few scenes of menace - 
and never really joyful enough for 
older kids, as Disney uncharacteris¬ 
tically provides a film that never 
really gets out of third gear. 

It’s great to see one of fairytale’s 
most iconic female villains get to 
weave her story - and for the most 
part Jolie nails it as the famous 
double-horned title character - but 
the overall script doesn’t truly 
engage like it should. 

Maleficent was once a joyful young 
fairy with an idyllic life in the forest 
kingdom until an invading army 
from neighbouring lands, having 
learnt of her power, threatens the 
harmony of the region. 

And when a boy she befriended 
literally clips Maleficent’s wings so 
he can claim the throne (District 9’s 
Sharlto Copley) - she turns bitter 
and twisted, and casts an unbreak¬ 
able curse on the king’s newborn 
daughter Aurora who after her 
sixteenth birthday will fall into a 


permanent deep sleep. But as 
princess Aurora gets whisked to 
safety out of the gaze of civilisation 
by three hapless fairies in an attempt 
to keep her from harm, Maleficent 
proves she isn’t quite as stone-heart¬ 
ed, by keeping tabs from afar after 
locating her hideout. 

And when a now-adult Aurora 


(Super 8’s Elle Fanning) befriends 
Maleficent, who she believes to be 
her ‘fairy godmother’ after watching 
over her for all these years, the mel¬ 
lowing evil fairy takes a shine to the 
princess, and after an attack of 
conscience tries to do everything in 
her power to reverse her cruel spell. 

But while there’s visually much to 


like, there’s never really any meat in 
Maleficent’s sandwich - complete 
with seen-it-all-before special effect 
set-pieces - to make it breakout from 
barely watchable mediocrity. 

Copley is miscast as the king, a 
sorely underused Fanning pretty 
much smiles gleefully with minimal 
dialogue and it’s down to Jolie’s side- 


kick Diaval (a raven who can switch 
into human form played by Brit 
actor Sam Riley) to provide much- 
needed comic relief. 

Ultimately, despite Jolie’s best 
efforts, what should have been a 
magnificent win turns into a 
magnanimous defeat.

Opinion: Henry played huge part in success

AFTER leading Luton Town to the Skrill Premier title 
in a record breaking season, captain Ronnie Henry 
has rejected a new contract at the club, paving the 
way for a possible move back to former club, 
Stevenage. 

The right back, 30, was out of contract and is 
believed to have wanted more money than was 
offered by the club. 

Ironically, if rumours are believed, he could find 
himself playing against the Hatters next season, 
with a return to Broadhall Way one of a number of 
different stories circulating the internet. 

Henry is well known to Boro’ manager Graham 
Westley, who brought him to Stevenage in 2005 


from Irish side Dublin City. 

He spent seven years at the Hertfordshire club 
before joining Luton on a free transfer in 2012 (inci¬ 
dentally the same year Westley left for Preston)- 
including captaining the team in back to back pro¬ 
motions from the Conference to League One. 

During his time at Kenilworth Road, Henry led the 
side on a magnificent FA Cup run that included 
beating Premier League Norwich City, but Hatters 
will likely see his most notable contribution as the 
altercation with a Luton fan after the Hatters came 
from 1-0 down to win 3-2 against Lincoln early in 
the season. 

After receiving abuse on the way down the tunnel 
at half time from one fan in particular, Ronnie 
sought him out at full time to express his concern on 
how the negativity was affecting his younger team¬ 
mates. 

The fan was later brought into the club to talk to 
the players and the staff, with the incident uniting 


the club and fans, as the team went on a fantastic 
27 game unbeaten run leading to the title. 

While not everyone’s favourite player, Henry 
undoubtedly played a huge part in last season’s 
success. 

With Andre Gray often deployed wide right, Ronnie 
had possibly the hard job of the two full backs with 
Jake Howells a little more defensive minded in front 
of Scott Griffiths, but any defender that plays in a 
side that keeps 23 clean sheets in 46 league games 
can hardly be described as weak. 

At 30, Henry is possibly looking more towards 
security for himself and his family and while per¬ 
sonally it is a disappointing outcome to lose our 
captain so soon after winning the league, this club 
has and always will be bigger than one player, with 
the signing of Curtley Williams from Lowestoft now 
looking more of an indication that manager John 
Still was expecting this outcome from the Henry 
contract talks.

“It was a nice surprise to get 
such an offer,” he said. “They 
rarely give three-year contracts 
in the lower divisions. 

“It shows the manager has 
faith in me. He’s said all along 
that he has faith in my ability. 

“The two lads have played 
really well and been scoring 
goals for fun. All I can do is do 
my best in training.” 

Despite limited game time last 
season - most of Cullen’s 36 
games came from the bench - 


the hitman managed double 
figures. 

Now the 22-year-old is raring 
to go for a crack at League Two 
and says immediate promotion 
is well within the side’s limits. 

“To get ten goals on a personal 
level was quite an achievement 
really considering the minutes I 
played,” he said. “Hopefully 
next season I can crack on and 
get a few more games. 

“I want next season to be bet¬ 
ter on a personal level. I’ve 
played at the top and I want to 
get back there again. 

“I’d like to think that we’d be 
challenging to get promoted 
again. We’ll go at it in the same 
way we went at the Conference 
and hopefully we can get suc¬ 
cess again.” 

The FA Cup exploits of Hull 
look set to spur the ex-Tiger on, 
whilst he says he will cherish 
last term’s Skrill Premier pro¬ 
motion as much as promotion 
to the Premier League with the 
Yorkshire outfit in 2008. 

“When I was at Hull I wasn’t 
massively involved, I was on the 
outside but I was in and around,” 
he said. “It was such a big thing 


to get promoted to the 
Premiership. 

“But to be part of the squad 
and to be playing games in a 
team that’s won the league is a 
privilege. You might not ever get 
that again as a footballer. 

“You have to cherish those 
moments and build on them.” 

Meanwhile, the continued 
speculation with a possible 
departure for main man Andre 
Gray - he was linked to 
Blackpool last week - has left 
Cullen with mixed feelings. 

On the one hand, any move for 
Gray would see the club’s top 
scorer depart, whilst opening 
up a potential first-team spot 
for the likes of Cullen. 

“You can look at it either way,” 
he admitted. “I’d like to think 
that the manager would think 
enough of me to put me in the 
team anyway, whether some¬ 
body left or not. 

“I’m quite close with Andre 
and I wish him all the best for 
his career. He had a great sea¬ 
son last year and if he’s given 
the opportunity to rise up a few 
leagues then fair play to the 
lad.”
